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Students Fixed Up Child Care Lab

They helped put the lab together, and 


they're not sitting still yet. 


The second-year child care occupational 


students volunteered their time to fix up, paint, 
set up equipment and plan how to use it best in 
the SCC Child Care Center, 3101 C. 


A drop-in center licensed for 60 children 


ages 2 to 8, the former Kiddieland building 
opened Oct. 1, leased by the Southeast Com- 
munity College to serve local parents and to 
provide a Lincoln campus training lab. 


Sharon Waldo, SCC home economics 


department chairman, explained that two staff 
members work full time at the center, 
overseeing all students' practial work, as well as 
the children. 


Twenty-five full-time students are enrolled, 


and 20 more part-timers, include many local 
professionals who also take continuing educa- 
tion night classes. 


Now in its second year, the SCC program 


first placed students in local agencies to get 
experience working with children, Mrs. Waldo 


said. "We will put our students out in the com- 
munity for a variety of other experiences," but 
the new center will allow SCC to accommodate 
a growing enrollment. 


"We're rull-for this year, with a waiting 


list" in the two-year child care program leading 
to an associate degree, she said. 


The center, open year-round from 7 a.m. to 


5:30 p.m., offers developmental' child care 
designed to meet each youngster's individual 
needs, said Center Director. Joyce Wagner. 


The SCC students plan "individual activities 


for the children," she said, to develop their 
physical, emotional, intellectual and social 
skills. 


For example, SCC students are trained to 


help youngsters "learn how to play with 
children of other ages." Puzzles and books 
galore help their intellectual growth. Outdoor 
playground equipment helps develop large 
muscles, with a slide and tumble mats indoors 
keeping up the activity throughout the seasons. 


The children also-learn problem-solving; 


for example, how to deal with emotional 
behavior by resolving conflicts with any of their 
classmates, she said. 


Mrs. Wagner noted special activities in- 


clude science experiments, cooking projects, 
field trips, caring for small animals fish and 
plants, art projects and music. 


Each child gets close attention because the 


number of students working provides a good 
staff ratio, Mrs. Waldo and Mrs. Wagner said. 
The rates are competitive, because "we do not 
want to be unfair" to other centers, Mrs. Waldo 
added. 


Although the SCC Child Care Center is a 


lab, it's "just like any other program" in town, 
she said. Students spend a half-day in class, 
work with the children part of the day and go to 
lab assignments in other centers. 


Depending on their place in the program, 


the students work from nine to 18 hours weekly 
under Mrs. Wagner's direction. She holds a 
bachelors degree in early childhood education 
from the University of Nebraska, and has 4Vz 
years experience directing day care programs. 


Mary Kent, assistant director and lab in- 


structor, has a bachelors degree in human 
development plus experience in Lincoln and 
Omaha programs. The instructional staff 
members, Phyllis Krohn and Vicki Schomaker, 
both have masters degrees in human develop- 
ment from NU.

Suit Challenges Bank, Insurance Ties

Washington — The Justice Department, in an 


action that was without precedent, filed lawsuits 
Monday aimed at establishing the principle that a 
director of a major bank cannot also simultaneous- 
ly be a director of a major insurance company 
without violating the antitrust laws. 


In two separate lawsuits filed in U.S. District 


Court in San Francisco, the Justice Department 
challenged directorship arrangements involving 
three of the nation's largest "banks and four of the 
largest insurance companies. 


One of the suits involves the Prudential In- 


surance Co., the nation's largest insurer, and its 
directors who also serve on the boards of the Bank 
of America, the nation's largest bank, and the 


Bankers Trust Co., seventh largest. 


The other suit attacks interlocking directorates 


involving Crocker National Bank, the 14th largest 
commercial bank, and the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co., Equitable Life Assurance Society and 
Mutual Life* Insurance Co. of New York, the 
nation's second, third and fourth largest insurance 
companies, respectively. ' 


Various corporate affiliates of the banks are 


also named in the lawsuits. 


Five individuals are involved in the various in- 


- terlocks. One of them, E. Hornsby Wasson, who 
was a director of both the Bank of America and 
Prudential, resigned in June as a director of the 
bank and its holding company "in anticipation of 
the filing" of the lawsuit, the department said. 


Prudential immediately issued a statement 


saying that the government has never before used 
Section 8 of the Clayton Antitrust Act to challenge 
situations of this kind — a point the department 
does not dispute. 


Section 8 bars an individual from serving 


simultaneously on the boards of two companies 
that are competitors. 


At issue in the new lawsuits is whether banks 


and insurance companies are, in fact, competitors, 
and the department's complaints in the two new 
cases argue that they are competitors hi many 
ways. 


For example, the complaints in the case in- 


volving Prudential note that both big banks and big 
insurance companies make loans to finance the 


construction and purchase of outstanding con- 
siderable amounts of real estate and that the 
Prudential had $1.6 billion in real estate loans on 
properties in California as of the end of 1974. At the 
same time, the Bank of America, which is located 
in California, had $5 billion in real estate loans out- 
standing. 


The complaints also note that ''Me insurance 


companies also extend loans to policy-holders 
which are secured by the cash value of the life- 
insurance policy. Such loans, known as 'policy 
loans' compete directly with the varied loans 
offered by commercial banks to customers " 


Government legal actions challenging direc- 


toral interlocks between companies that have not 


traditionally been considered competitors are not 
entirely new. 


The department's action Monday represented 


a victory for Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., who was 
deposed earlier this year from the House Banking 
Committee chairmanship. 


Patman in the early 1970s began urging action 


against the economic power of banks, which he 
said was exercised through their control of our in- 
fluence o\er other types of companies. 


A study done by his staff in 1967 or precisely 


the kinds of arrangements that were attacked in the 
suits Monday found that 48 of the nation's largest 
commercial banks had a total of 342 interlocks with 
insurance companies through the use of common 
directors.

Cornered Bank Gunman Captured 


NEW YORK (AP) - A cor- 


nered bank bandit took 10 
hostages Monday and demanded 
as the price of their freedom the 
release of newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst. The guflmaii 
was captured eight hours after 
the siege began, and the last of 
his .captives were freed un- 
harmed. 


Not a shot was fired. 


"Everyone's out, everyone's all 
right," said Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Frank McLoughlin. 


McLoughlin said the gunman 


was jumped from behind by a 
police officer who came through 
the back door of the bank while 
police negotiators distracted him 
with conversation at* the front 
door. 


The last of the hostages was 


freed after he was captured. 


Armed with a pistol and 


shotgun, a man subsequently 
identified' as Ray "Cat" Olssen, 
23, took 10 hostages. He first 
claimed affiliation with the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, the 
shadowy revolutionary band 
which kidnaped and then osten- 
sibly converted Miss Hearst. 
Later, he said the claim just 
"popped into my head." 


"I wouldn't mind being af- 


filiated with them, you know," 
Olssen told Scott Muni of radio 
station WNEW-FM in a 
telephone interview. "I'm sym- 
pathetic to their cause." 


The gunman was cornered in a 


lower Sixth Avenue branch of 


the Bankers Trust Co. in mid- 
afternoon, and gradually 
released all but three men from 
among the six men and four 
women he originally made cap- 
tive. 


Hour after hpur, as daylight 


gave way to autumn darkness, a 
small army of police was held at 
bay, fearful of bringing harm to 
the hostages if they made a 
move. They turned Sixth Avenue 
into an area of siege outside the 
bank. 


Police Commissioner Michael 


Codd said Olssen was known to 
police. At one point, Olssen 
asked to talk to a reporter'for 
"High Times," a publication 
described as devoted to the drug 
culture. 


Two unidentified friends of 


Olssen, a man in dungarees and 
a long-haired blonde girl 
nicknamed '"Mouse," were 
brought to the scene in early 
evening. Codd said he wanted 
them in the vicinity in the event 
"it became advantageous for us 
to use them at some point during 
the negotiations." 


The bandit entered the bank 


about 3 p.m. It is on the ground 
floor of a four-story rowhouse 
between 12th and 13th streets at 
the northern tip of Greenwich 
Village. 


"I was completely broke, 


man," Olssen told Muni. "I 
walked in here with two cents in 
my pocket. When I get broke I 
do'crazy things."

The City Council appears to be 


wavering in its decision made last 
week to pull Lincoln out of the nuclear 
power plant deal. 


The council, under heavy pressure 


from Lincoln Electric System of- 
ficials, will give LES one more chance 
to prove nuclear energy is cheaper 
than other sources of power. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta said he will 


introduce a resolution Oct. 20 
authorizing LES to become partowner 
in the proposed Ft. Calhoun No. 2 
power plant. 


By a 4-3 vote last week, the law- 


makers rejected that proposal. 


The council turned down the Ft. 


Calhoun plans on the grounds that 
construction cost overruns, delays and 
high operation costs would end up 
costing Lincoln ratepayers more 
money than LES contends. 


Ceiling Proposed 


Sikyta indicated he may have an 


answer to those monetary concerns. 
Sikyta will propose the council set a 
ceiling on the amount of mdney LES 
can spent on the plant. 


LES is proposing to buy 13% of Ft. 


Calhoun. LES officials say 13% would 
cost around $129 million. 


Councilman Max Denney, who 


voted to rescind the Ft. Calhoun deal, 
indicated he might favor the proposal 
if a limit could be placed on the 


amount of money Lincoln would 
spend on the plant. 


LES legal counsel Norm Knvosha 


told the council he isn't sure the 
Omaha Public Power District (OPPD) 
and the Nebraska Public Power 
District (NPPD) would agree to such a 
limitation. 


However, Councilman Bob 


• Jeambey suggested Lincoln "has some 


thing to bargain with" because both 
utilities "need Lincoln in this very 
much." 


NPPD and OPPD said they offered 


LES a chance to participate in Ft. 
Calhoun No. 2 to meet federal an- 
titrust regulations. 


Sikyta called for another public 


hearing on the matter following a 
weekend, letter from the LES Ad- 
ministrative Board and a personal 
plea Monday from Knvosha urging the 
council to reconsider its action. 


Knvosha said the board wants to try 


to give the lawmakers all the informa- 
tion possible on the nuclear plant 
proposal. 


Council Said Wrong 


The LES board thinks the council is 


wrong about Ft. Calhoun's cost, es- 
timated to total $810 million. Nuclear 
produced power will be millions of 
dollars cheaper, and any other deci- 
sion will "saddle the ratepayers with 
millions of more dollars," Krivosha 
charged. 


Councilwoman Sue Bailey said she 


thought it was "unfair" to ask LES to 
produce additional information in two 
weeks. 


"The whole point is that they have 


no ability to pin down that informa- 
tion. LES can't find an expert who will 
give us any more information than 
they already have." she said. 


"It's the same as asking them to 


prove there is life on Mars " 


It was the report from LES's 


experts that persuaded Mrs. Bailey to 
make her decision to reject the Ft. 
Calhoun participation agreement, she 
said. 


Postponement Urged 


She urged the council to postpone 


involvement in Ft. Calhoun until 
nuclear technology has been further 
developed. 


While the LES board apparently has 


succeeded in getting the council to 
reconsider its decision, Denney told 
Krivosha to take a message back to 
board members. 


"Tell them it is much more pleasant 


for the City Council if they would 
come to us before frying us in the 
newspapers." 


Board members have been highly 


critical of the council's action turning 
down their recommendation. 


Denney said he has asked the city at- 


torney for a legal opinion on the 
responsibilities of LES Administrative 
Board members and the council's 
duties relating to LES.

Single Gun 
Killed RFK, 
Panel Says 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Only 


one gun was used in the 
assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy in 1968, a panel of 
firearms experts reported Mon- 
day. 


The seven ballistics experts 


said that working independently 
they had all arrived at the same 
conclusion after examining the 
bullets taken from the assassina- 
tion spene and firing new bullets 
from the .22-caliber Iver John- 
son revolver of convicted 
assassin Sirhan B. Sirhan. 


"We find no substantive 


evidence to indicate more than 
one gun," the experts said in a 
report read by Superior Court 
Judge Robert A. Wenke. 


Sirhan, a Palestinian, was con- 


victed of the assassination and is 
serving a life sentence at San 
Quentin Prison — his original 
death sentence 'having been 
voided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court's ruling against capital 
punishment. 


The gun used by Sirhan was 


refired four times Sept. 26 The 
bullets were retrieved from a 
barrel of water and were used in 
the study by seven experts that 
led to the conclusion announced 
Monday. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi-

Simon told reporters Ford would 
veto a tax reduction bill for 1976 
if Congress failed to also agree to 
the $395 million spending 
ceiling. 


Ford said that without reduc- 


tions in federal spending, the 
1977 spending in fiscal year 1977 
could easily total more than $420 
billion without adding a single 
new federal program. 


He said he will propose 


specific spending reductions to 
Congress in January. 


Ford said his tax cut proposals 


would permanently reduce taxes 
for a family of four with a $14,- 
000 annual income by $412, or 
27% from 1974 rates. Compared 
with the reduced 1976-tax rate, 
the reduction would be less. 


The 1975 tax reductions would 


expire Dec. 31 unless action is 
taken to extend them. 


Ford called on Congress to 


raise the personal tax exemption 
for all taxpayers to $1,000 from 
$750, to lower personal income 
tax rates and to make the stan- 
dard deduction for single 
taxpayers $1,800 for married 
couples, $2,500. 


Ford Talk Not 
On CBS, NBC

Single Gun 
Killed RFK, 
Panel Says 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Only 
one gun was used in the 
assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy in 1968, a panel of 
firearms experts reported Mon­ 
day. 
The seven ballistics experts 
said that working independently 
they had all arrived at the same 
conclusion after examining the 
bullets taken from the assassina­ 
tion spene and firing new bullets 
from the .22-caliber Iver John­ 
son revolver of convicted 
assassin Sirhan B. Sirhan. 
“ We find no substantive 
evidence to indicate more than 
one gun,” the experts said in a 
report read by Superior Court 
Judge Robert A. Wenke. 
Sirhan, a Palestinian, was con­ 
victed of the assassination and is 
serving a life sentence at San 
Quentin Prison — his original 
death sentence ’having been 
voided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling against capital 
punishment. 
The gun used by Sirhan was 
refired four times Sept. 26. The 
bullets were retrieved from a 
barrel of water and were used in 
the study by seven experts that 
led to the conclusion announced 
Monday. 


Tax, Spending Cuts 
Proposed By Ford 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford proposed Monday $28 
billion in permanent tax cuts to 
take effect in the 1976 election 
year — but only if Congress 
agrees to cut federal spaiding an 
equal amount. 
Of the total, $20.7 billion 
would be for individuals and $7 
billion for business. Reductions 
for individuals would be about 
$4 billion more than relief from 
the 1975 tax rebates and reduc­ 
tions. 
In an address from the Oval 
Office. Ford insisted the tax 
reductions “be tied together in 
one package” with a federal 
spendir^ ceiling of $395 billion 
for the 1977 fiscal year b^inning 
next Oct. I. 


“ It would be dangerous and 
irresponsible to adopt one 
without the other,” Ford said, 
citing increased federal spending 
as a threat to the nation’s 
economic future. 


He said the actions would be a 
“ first step .., toward balancing 
the federal budget within three 
years.” 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon told reporters Ford would 
veto a tax reduction bill for 1976 
if Congress failed to also agree to 
the $395 m illion spending 
ceiling. 


Ford said that without reduc­ 
tions in federal spending, the 
1977 spending in fiscal year 1977 
could easily total more than $420 
billion without adding a single 
new federal program. 
He said he will propose 


specific spending reductions to 
Congress in January. 


Ford said his tax cut proposals 
would permanently reduce taxes 
for a family of four vrith a $14,- 
000 annual income by $412, or 
27% from 1974 rates. Compared 
with the reduced 1976-tax rate, 
the reduction would be less. 


The 1975 tax reductions would 
expire Dec. 31 unless action is 
taken to extend them. 


Ford called on Congress to 
raise the personal tax exemption 
for all taxpayers to $1,000 from

Justices Won't Hear

terest because it is protected by 
the constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of expression. 


The Louisiana Affiliate of the 


National Organization'for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
argued that the privacy of the 
home in and of itself, as well as 
"the right to be let alone by 
government to develop one's 
personality as one sees fit," are 
also fundamental. 


The organization also 


suggested that the high court 
consider an intermediate test for 
privacy cases which was enun- 
ciated by the Alaska Supreme 
Court in May. 


The Alaska court held that a 


state law against private posses- 
sion and use of marijuana 
violated 
specific 
privacy 


guarantees in the Alaska con- 
stitution. It ruled that there 
must be a "close and substan- 
tial" relationship between 
means and ends before govern- 
ment can interfere with privacy 
rights. 


The U.S. Constitution does not 


contain a specific guarantee of 
privacy, but courts including the 
Supreme Court have held that 
such a right is implicit in its 
terms.

The election reform case is 
generally expected to be heard 
in November, so that the court 
can reach an early decision in 
view of the imminence of the 
presidential campaign. 
The court said it will hear four 
hours of argument — four times 
the usual allotment. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington ruled in August that 
the Federal Election Campaign 
Act is constitutional as it 
emerged from Congress last 
year. Sen. James L. Buckley, 
R-Con.—N.Y., and others have 
appealed. 
The act limits spending by 
candidates, parties and con­ 
tributors and provides for partial 
public financing of presidential 
campaigns. It also requires dis­ 
closure of the identity of con­ 
tributors. 
The court of appeals said the 
act should be given a chance to 
work because “the corrosive in­ 
fluence of money blights our 
democratic processes” and 
needs to be curbed. 
Buckley, joined by a wide 
range of independent and small- 
party politicians, contends the 
act stifles political expression 
and locks the Repubbcans and 
Democrats into dominance. 


Justices W on't Hear 
M arijuana Arguments 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday refused 
to hear arguments that people 
have a “fundamental right” to 
possess and smoke marijuana in 
their own homes. 
The court let stand a decision 
by U.S. District Judge James A. 
Comiskey of New Orleans that 
such an argument was “plainly 
without merit.” 
Comiskey, in a decision upheld 
by the U.S. Circuit Court in New 
(irleans, refused to convene a 
three-judge court to hear a 
challenge to state and federal 
laws against private possession 
and use of marijuana.

Security Tight; Empress's Coat Gone 


New York (UPI) — Empress 
Nagako of Japan and her hus­ 
band, Emperor Hirohito, had 
lunch Monday with Mayor 
Abraham Beame under the 
watchful eyes of police and 
Secret Service men.

The Supreme Court has held 
in the past that any law iq- 
fringing a “ fundamental” 
privacy right has to be shown to 
be necessary to promote some 
compelling state interst. If the 
right is not fundamental it can 
be justified so long as there is a 
“rational basis” for it. 
The court held in 1969, for in­ 
stance, that the possession of 
obsi'ene materials in one’s home 
involves a “fundamental” in­ 
terest because it is protected by 
the constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of expression. 
The Louisiana Affiliate of the 
National Organization ^ for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
argued that the privacy of the 
home in and of itself, as well as 
“the right to be let alone by 
government to develop one’s 
personality as one sees fit,” are 
also fundamental. 
The organization also 
suggested that the high court 
consider an intermediate test for 
privacy cases which was enun­ 
ciated by the Alaska Supreme 
Court in May. 
The Alaska court held that a 
state law against private posses­ 
sion and use of marijuana 
violated specific privacy 
guarantees in the Alaska con­ 
stitution. It ruled that there 
must be a “close and substan­ 
tial” relationship between 
means and ends before govern­ 
ment can interfere with privacy 
rights. 
The U.S. Constitution does not 
contain a specific guarantee of 
privacy, but courts including the 
Supreme Court have held that 
such a right is implicit in its 
terms.

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The Douglas Problem

Intervention Makes A Difference 


When the justices of the United States 


Supreme Court gathered last week to make 
ready for the start of the new term it was 
shockingly apparent that fears about the 
health of William 0. Douglas are well 
grounded. 


The senior justice appeared, indeed, to 


be a shadow of his former self. Bound to a 
wheelchair, frail — fragile is more to the 
point — Douglas tried to answer small-talk 
questions from reporters naturally curious 
about his condition since a stroke felled 
him last New Year's Eve. A long period of 
therapy and rest has allowed him to meet 
with the rest of the court only briefly last 
March. He is said to have worked daily in 
his hospital suite and in New York law 
libraries during the spring and early 
summer and he heard some motions on a 
federal case in Washington state while 
vacationing at his summer home in August. 


But last week when he came to the 


court in the nation's capital he looked fee- 
ble and bewildered. He managed a weak 
"hi" and "yup" to a couple of questions 
but when someone asked "how was the 
summer in Goose Prairie?" he stared 
blankly ahead and said nothing. 


Perhaps he didn't want to answer 


questions, feeling it was nobody's business. 
Most people are naturally closed-mouth 
when others want to make public business 
out of their health. But Douglas has never 
been a shy man about answering questions 
before and he must realize that the 
reporters are being nosy for good reason. 


It may be, too, that Douglas has lost 


his physical strength and coordination 
because of the stroke and advancing years 
but still is as mentally competent and able, 
as ever. Hopefully, for Douglas and the na- 
tion, that is the case. 


Because it is almost certain that 


Douglas will not resign from the court. He 
wants a Democratic president to name his 


replacement. And he can hardly be blamed 
for such human feelings. Pride and stub- 
bornness are keeping him there, perhaps 
keeping him alive. Those aren't the best of 
motivations, but,they happen to be the 
ones hi control. Still, it is easy to unders- 
tand Douglas. A mean-spirited Gerald Ford 
uncharacteristically dealt Douglas a.grave 
injustice when he tried to impeach the 
justice when Ford was minority leader of 
the House. He couldn't "get" him then, 
and Douglas doesn't want to be got now. 


It's our opinion that in some respects, 


the nation would be better off with an 
ailing Douglas on the court than with a 
court dominated by a more powerful con- 
servative majority, which would almost 
certainly be the case if Ford was able to 
name Douglas' successor. But that opinion 
can't be sustained by reasonable argument. 


' Those who want to avoid a 


conservative-oriented court would scream 
bloody murder if a conservative president 
or justice played a dangerous waiting game 
while incapacitated in office. 


As always, there is a terrific workload 


and important cases to deqide. If Douglas is 
still in control of his faculties, he should re- 
main on the court. The troubling thing is, 
there is no mechanism to remove him if he 
isn't. 


Douglas is one of the great justices 


in the history of the nation. It would be a 
personal tragedy if the stubbornness of a 
vengeful old man marred that dis- 
tinguished record. Casting other con- 
siderations aside, Douglas needs to assess 
the situation from the noble side of his 
nature. If he feels he isn't sufficiently 
strong and alert enough (supposing here 
that he is .still capable of such a decision) to 
carry on, to hell with politics, he must 
leave the stage. That would be a supremely 
selfless act, one befitting a man of his 
stature. 


Bigger Federal Role? 


Through his position on the 


Congressional Joint Economic Committee, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey is said to be map- 
ping a possible strategy for another bid for 
the presidency in 1976. That strategy in- 
cludes such things as some means of 
restraining price and wage increases, a 
further federal tax cut and a massive public 
employment program. 


It is obvious that Humphrey has been 


coming on stronger in recent months, 
managing to get himself seriously con- 
sidered for the Democratic presidential, 
nomination next July. It is, also, obvious 
that a lot of Democrats consider the 
nomination a real prize, in terms of elec- 
tion possibilities. 


The reason for Democratic optimism is 


that President Ford, while generally pop- 
ular, is not considered a strong head of 
state. 


Also, Democrats believe the economy 


will still be a heavy burden for the Presi- 
dent to bear in the fall election of 1976. The 
question on that score will be what the 
Democrats have to offer as an alternative. 


One has to wonder if the Humphrey 


approach is the right answer. It does not 
seem to us that the public is necessarily 
calling for a heavy intrusion of the 
federal government into all aspects of the 
nation's economy.

Rather, it appears that a great many 


people have taken a somewhat pessimistic 
attitude toward federal activity, based on 
the fact that it has a rather poor track 
record. The joint committee spoke of a 
voluntary approach in wage and price con- 
trols, for instance. How anyone can 
realistically expect that to work we cannot 
comprehend. 


Massive public employment might 


provide jobs, but at what cost? Would a 
part of the cost be a continuing increase in 
an annual federal spending deficit that 
already defies the comprehension of most 
citizens? 


What does not seem apparent in the 


joint committee program is anything new 
and unique enough to encourage a great 
deal of promise. We believe, for instance, 
that natural resources are a key to the 
future status of the economy but precious 
little is being done in Washington- in 
recognition of this. 


Such resources, along with agriculture, 


interest rates and health care, are at the 
heart of current economic instability but 
not nearly, enough in the minds of 
Washington 
officials. We believe 


Humphrey would have to show more im- 
agination than he has to date to be any 
better off a second time around on the 
national ticket than he was the first time. 


Murder Plots Alleged 


WASHINGTON — There has 


been secret, sworn testimony 
that the CIA and FBI have 
plotted occasionally to murder 
enemy agents in this country. 


We have been unable to docu- 


ment a single murder case. But 
at least two witnesses have 
testified that they were asked by 
the CIA or FBI to commit 
murder. 


The Senate Intelligence Com- 


mittee has also obtained 
vouchers, which prove exotic 
assassination weapons have been 
sold to U.S. agencies. Senate in- 
vestigators have evidence, 
furthermore, that assassination 
teams were trained at secret 
sites somewhere in the 
southeastern United States. Both 
government and contract 
employees were taught how to 
use James Bond-style assassina- 
tion weapons. 


CIA 
employees 
have 


acknowledged to us that 
assassination plots have been 
discussed in their presence. The 
plotters were squeamish, said 
one source, abort using the 
words "assassination" and 
"murder." They spoke more 
dettcately abort "eliminating" 
or "getting rid" oi a 
troabfesome commaaist agent. 
B*t there wai no question, in- 
stated the soarce, that they were 
talking about murder. 


Another source stressed that a 


Soviet spy or double agent might 
be marked for murder only if be 
were considered "a tremendous 
threat" to U.S. interest!. Then 
the CM wouldn't uw one of Hi 
own agents but would recruit an 


outsider "to do' the job," the 
source said. 


Normally, the CIA would try, 


he said, to maneuver the victim 
out of the country before 
arranging his disappearance. But 
one CIA source, with only 
second-hand knowledge of the 
case, told of a spy who was 
thrown off a New York City 
bridge. A cooperative police 
lieutenant allegedly submitted a 
suicide report on the victim. We 
have been-unable, however, to 
confirm the incident. 
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In secret testimony before the 


Rockefeller Commission, Frank 
Sturgis of the Watergate break-in 
squad confessed that he had 
once been asked to commit a 
murder for the CIA in the Miami 
area. 


He discussed with a CIA agent, 


Sturgis testified, how to dispose 
of the body. One plan was to 
dump it into shark-infested 
waters near the Bahamas. They 
also considered ditching the 
body in the Everglades swamp, 
Stnrgfa] swore. 


The agent promised to identify 


the victim at a subsequent 
meeting. But, according to 
Sturgis' account, he began to 
have misgivings. He wanted to 
be sure the agent wasn't trying 
to use him to kill a personal 
enemy. 


So at the second meeting, 


Sturgis insisted that the 
assassination order would nave 
to be confirmed by a CIA staff 
officer. That was the last, 
testified Stufffe, he beard of the 
scheme. The CIA has denied 


ai 


having anything to do with 
domestic murder plots. 


At a secret Senate hearing, 


meanwhile, an FBI informant in 
Tampa, Joseph Burton, testified 
that his FBI contact wanted him 
to do away with an alleged 
revolutionary. 


The bizarre plot called for 


Burton to conspire with the 
radical, Richard Arvedon, to kid- 
nap a federal judge. Then Bur- 
ton would gun down Arvedon on 
the judge's property, making it 
look as if a revolutionary plot 
had backfired, Burton testified. 


He identified his FBI contact 


as agent Robert Heibel, who 
allegedly told him that 
Washington had approved the 
plan to kill Arvedon. This is 
vigorously denied by the FBI, 
which denounced as "spurious" 
the "innumerable allegations" 
Burton has made against the 
FBI. 


Arvedon's attorneys, Judith 


Petersen of Tampa and David 
Rosenberg of Cambridge, Mass., 
told us: "We have been aware 
for some time that both the FBI 
and the Justice Department 
have had knowledge of (the 
assassmartoa plot). 


"From sworn affidavits we 


have seen, we believe the plot to 
kill Arvedon existed. We do not 
know the dimension or the scope 
of what was involved, whether 
wiretapping or other sur- 
veillance was utilized and how 
long the plot was in effect, but 
we are making efforts to deter- 
mine the answer to these 
queitioni

BOSTON - A leading Soviet authority 


on American affairs, Georgi A. Arbatov, 
recently deplored violations of human 
rights in the United States. He told the 
readers of Izvestia that Americans suffer 
such abuses as wiretapping, the keeping 
of government dossiers on individuals

and "shameful court reprisals against dis- 
sidents." 


Those concerted »hout mat's it- 


humraity to man, around the world, 
should probably he grateful to Arbatov 
for providing comk relief. A spokesman 
for a country where the scntiiy of in- 
dividual minds is a major industry com- 
plains about imperfections hi American 
freedom and privacy — it is dettdeusly 
brazen. 


But my favorite is "shameful court 


reprisals against dissidents." In the Nixon 
years there were American prosecutions 
that amounted to official revenge against 
dissidents, but one after another the 
attempts failed. In the Soviet Union they 
never fail 


if 
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Consider, for example, the case of 


Vladimir Bukovsky — a heart rending one 
even by the standards of official cruelty in 
the Soviet Union. Bukovsky is a young 
scientist who most effectively brought to 
the outside world's attention the misuse 
of psychiatry in the USSR to punish dis- 
sidents. 


Bukovsky was first arrested at the age 


of 20, in 1963, /or having a copy of 
Milovan Djilas' "The New Class." He 
was declared insane and held for 18 
months in a psychiatric ward. After his 
release he demonstrated against the 
repression of others and in 1965 went 
back to the mental ward for six months. 
In 1967, after another protest, he was 
sentenced to three years in a labor camp. 
Out in 1970, he gave the foreign press

copies of the psychiatric diagnoses of a 
number of dissenters — documentary 
evidence that aroused pressure by 
Western psychiatrists against the Soviet 
practice. 


As a result, Bukovsky was arrested in 


1971 and again held for psychiatric 
examination. After widespread protests 
in the West he was declared sane, but he 
was tried and convicted for "anti-Soviet 
propaganda and agitation." His sentence 
was two years in prison, five in a labor 
camp, then five in exile. He is in a camp 
now, reportedly gravely ill. 


A recent example of using the law in 


reprisal against those who seek justice is 
the case of Andrei Tverdokhlebov. 


It is not yet so well-known as 


Bukovsky's, but in its way it is as impor- 
tant. For it indicates the Soviet fear of in- 
ternational efforts to protect human 
rights. 


Tverdokhlebov is a physicist who 


joined Andrei Sakharov, the great Soviet 
nuclear scientist and defender of

freedom, in forming the Moscow Human 
Rights Committee in 1970. For that and 
for defending others he lost his research 
appointment. In 1974 he helped to start a 
Soviet branch of Amnesty International, 
the respected nonpartisan organization 
for human rights. 


On April 18, 1975, Tverdokhlebov was 


arrested. The same day two other 
members of the Amnesty branch had 
their homes searched. Another was 
arrested, eventually released, and 
expelled from the writers' union for 
belonging to a "burgeois organization." 
Tverdokhlebov remains in custody, 
awaiting trial on a charge of slandering 
the Soviet system.

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inhumanity is so deeply imbedded in 


the Soviet system that outsiders may well 
despair of having any effect on it. That is 
an understandable American reaction to 
a society — South Africa is another exam- 
ple — where law is an instrument of of- 
ficial oppression. But the feeling of 
helplessness is wrong. 


The fact is that outside pressure can'

It is necessary to have 
relationships with governments we dis- 
like, for the interest of avoiding war. We 
must have a healthy sense of what is 
» 


effective, avoiding empty gestures. Some^ 
would put Sen. Henry M. Jackson's 
amendment to the trade bill in that' 
category, because it did not bring Soviet, 
agreement on emigration, but Sakharov - 
argues that it failed only because of ' 
Western disunity - other countries 
offered the trade credits that we 
withheld. 


One shibboleth we must put aside is the • 


notion that we must not intervene in the 
"internal affairs" of the Soviet Union and 
other countries. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger says that, and so do the 
Soviet leaders, but neither pays the least 
attention to the supposed rule when it is 
inconvenient. 


What the United States actually follows 


is a policy of selective nonintervention. 
The question is how we make the selec-^ 
tion. Do we conspire against a left-wing 
government in Chile and shrug at right- 
wing tyranny in Spain? In the end, we 
come to our own values. What we do . 
depends on who we are.

and even vengeance has been so much with us in 
recent days — nation against nation, class 
against class, religion against religion — that the 
ancient hatreds and feuds of the past almost 
seem to dominate the present and mock the 
future. 


More senseless killings in Ireland and in 


Lebanon. Ideological struggles for power in 
Portugal, Spain and Italy. Bitter battles 
between Greece and Turkey over Cyprus, and 
continuing animosity between Jew and Arab, 
Hindu and Moslem, Protestant and Catholic 
from Ulster to India and Pakistan.

All this has depressed Washington, which 


has other depressing worries of its own, but the 
arrival here in the last few days of the Emperor 
of Japan and the Chancellor of the German 
Federal Republic, remind us of the possibility 
of forgiveness and progress. 


Thirty years after the last world war, there 


must still be many American families that feel 
amputated by the loss of their men and women, 
but there is no general hatred or bitterness in 
this country toward either Japan or Germany, 
not even much surprise at seeing the same 
Emperor of Japan laying a wreath on the tomb 
of the unknown soldier in the Arlington 
Cemetery. "Remember Pearl Harbor," 
Roosevelt warned us, but America forgot to 
remember.

We are living in an age of endless psy- 


chological analysis in which the American 
character has taken a terrible beating; especial- 
ly from its own critics. In the years of Vietnam 
and Watergate, it has been accused of commit- 
ting or plotting everything from mass murder to 
mass starvation, and nobody who has followed 
the evidence of these two appalling events can 
read the record without a shudder. 


Yet, when every fair charge or indictment 


it admitted, ft has to be said that never in the 
Uftory of hunan conflict ha* a victorious nation 
treated Its enemies with more compassion and 
generosity that the United States treated Ger- 
many aid Japan after the Second World War. 


What is also clear from the record is that 


the American habit of burying the past paid off, 
not only for .Germany and Japan, but also the 
United State* and the rest of the world. The 
allied policy of reparation! and revenge after, 


the First World War was a disaster that led to 
the Second World War and the enfeeblement of 
Western civilization, and the rise of the 
authoritarian Communist empires. 


The American policy of reconstruction after 


the Second World War, in contrast, has turned 
even a divided Germany and an amputated 
Japan into the most powerful economic forces 
in Europe and Asia, and has at least kept alive 
the hope of a new world order.

It is interesting and significant that 


Chancellor Helmut Schmidt came to the United 
States this time, not to praise us, like the 


- Japanese Emperor, but to lecture us. The 


record of the past was admirable, he said, but 
our economic policies and our cooperation with 
other major economic powers were "too restric- 
tive." 


Our interest rates were too high, he in- 


sisted, creating problems not only in the 
economic recovery of the United States, but im- 
peding the development of the rest of the free 
world. 


Schmidt talked not only as an equal, but in 


the optimistic idiom of ihe old America. Let's 
get going, he urged. To deal with the monetary 
problems of the world, an economic meeting of 
^tbe leaders of the United States, West Germany, 
Japan, France, and Britain, now in preparation, 
was "exactly" what was needed. 


This is the emerging spirit that has come 


out of Washington's long struggle — from the 
Marshall Plan and Bretton Woods to Henry 
Kissinger's latest efforts to avoid war in the 
Middle East and find a common policy for the 
energy crisis — to create a new cooperating 
order among the nations. 


Japan is more willing to go along now, 


having discovered in the oil embargo that there 
was no effective national remedy to her 
economic future other than in cooperation with 
the United States and Western Europe. 


But the path-finder in this effort for over a 


quarter century now has not been the Soviet 
Union or the allies in Western Europe, but the 
United States, and by the leaden of both par- 
ties. It is Washington that has taken the lead in 
economic revision, arms control, the develop- 
ment of atomic energy for peaceful purposes, 
and the distribution of food — and this should 
probably be remembered while we continue 
emphasizing our shortcomings.

Supreme Co urt g a thered la st week to ma ke 
rea dy fo r the sta rt o f the new term it wa s 
sho cking ly a ppa rent tha t fea rs a bo ut the 
hea lth o f Willia m 0 . Do ug la s a re well 
g ro unded. 
The senio r justice a ppea red, indeed, to 
be a sha do w o f his fo rmer self. Bo und to a 
wheelcha ir, fra il — fra g ile is mo re to the 
po int — Do ug la s tried to a nswer sma ll-ta lk 
questio ns fro m repo rters na tura lly curio us 
a bo ut his co nditio n since a stro ke felled 
him la st New Yea r’s Ev e. A lo ng perio d o f 
thera py a nd rest ha s a llo wed him to meet 
with the rest o f the co urt o nly briefly la st 
Ma rch. He is sa id to ha v e wo rked da ily in 
his ho spita l suite a nd in New Yo rk la w 
libra ries during the spring a nd ea rly 
summer a nd he hea rd so me mo tio ns o n a 
federa l ca se in Wa shing to n sta te while 
v a ca tio ning a t his summer ho me in Aug ust. 
But la st week when he ca me to the 
co urt in the na tio n’s ca pito l he lo o ked fee­ 
ble a nd bewildered. He ma na g ed a wea k 
“ hi” a nd “ y up” to a co uple o f questio ns 
but when so meo ne a sked “ ho w wa s the 
summer in Go o se Pra irie?” he sta red 
bla nkly a hea d a nd sa id no thing . 
Perha ps he didn’t wa nt to a nswer 
questio ns, feeling it wa s no bo dy ’s business. 
Mo st peo ple a re na tura lly clo sed-mo uth 
when o thers wa nt to ma ke public business 
o ut o f their hea lth. But Do ug la s ha s nev er 
been a shy ma n a bo ut a nswering questio ns 
befo re a nd he must rea lize tha t the 
repo rters a re being no sy fo r g o o d rea so n. 
It ma y be, to o , tha t Do ug la s ha s lo st 
his phy sica l streng th a nd co o rdina tio n 
beca use o f the stro ke a nd a dv a ncing y ea rs 
but still is a s menta lly co mpetent a nd a ble, 
a s ev er. Ho pefully , fo r Do ug la s a nd the na ­ 
tio n, tha t is the ca se. 
Beca use it is a lmo st certa in tha t 
Do ug la s will no t resig n fro m the co urt. He 
wa nts a Demo cra tic president to na me his 


repla cement. And he ca n ha rdly be bla med 
fo r such huma n feeling s. Pride a nd stub­ 
bo rnness a re keeping him there, perha ps 
keeping him a liv e. Tho se a ren’t the best o f 
mo tiv a tio ns, but they ha ppen to be the 
o nes in co ntro l. Still, it is ea sy to unders­ 
ta nd Do ug la s. A mea n-spirited Gera ld Fo rd 
uncha ra cteristica lly dea lt Do ug la s a . g ra v e 
injustice when he tried to impea ch the 
justice when Fo id wa s mino rity lea der o f 
the Ho use. He co uldn’t “ g et” him then, 
a nd Do ug la s do esn’t wa nt to be g o t no w. 
It’s o ur o pinio n tha t in so me respects, 
the na tio n wo uld be better o ff with a n 
a iling Do ug la s o n the co urt tha n with a 
co urt do mina ted by a mo re po werful co n­ 
serv a tiv e ma jo rity , which wo uld a lmo st 
certa inly be the ca se if Fo rd wa s a ble to 
na me Do ug la s’ successo r. But tha t o pinio n 
ca n’t be susta ined by rea so na ble a rg ument. 
Tho se who wa nt to a v o id 
a 
co nserv a tiv e-o riented co urt wo uld screa m 
blo o dy murder if a co nserv a tiv e president 
o r justice pla y ed a da ng ero us wa iting g a me 
while inca pa cita ted in o ffice. 
As a lwa y s, there is a terrific wo rklo a d 
a nd impo rta nt ca ses to deo ide. If Do ug la s is 
still in co ntro l o f his fa culties, he sho uld re­ 
ma in o n the co urt. The tro ubling thing is, 
there is no mecha nism to remo v e him if he 
isn’t. 
Do ug la s is o ne o f the g rea t justices 
in the histo ry o f the na tio n. It wo uld be a 
perso na l tra g edy if the stubbo rnness o f a 
v eng eful o ld ma n ma rred tha t dis­ 
ting uished reco rd. Ca sting o ther co n­ 
sidera tio ns a side, Do ug la s needs to a ssess 
the situa tio n fro m the no ble side o f his 
na ture. If he feels he isn’t sufficiently 
stro ng a nd a lert eno ug h (suppo sing here 
tha t he is still ca pa ble o f such a decisio n) to 
ca rry o n, to hell with po litics, he must 
lea v e the sta g e. Tha t wo uld be a supremely 
selfless a ct, o ne befitting a ma n o f his 
sta ture. 


Bigger Federal Role? 


Thro ug h his po sitio n 
o n the 
Co ng ressio na l Jo int Eco no mic Co mmittee, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey is sa id to be ma p­ 
ping a po ssible stra teg y fo r a no ther bid fo r 
the presidency in 1 9 7 6 . Tha t stra teg y in­ 
cludes such thing s a s so me mea ns o f 
restra ining price a nd wa g e increa ses, a 
further federa l ta x cut a nd a ma ssiv e public 
emplo y ment pro g ra m. 
It is o bv io us tha t Humphrey ha s been 
co ming o n stro ng er in recent mo nths, 
ma na g ing to g et himself serio usly co n­ 
sidered fo r the Demo cra tic presidentia l 
no mina tio n nex t July . It is, a lso , o bv io us 
tha t a lo t o f Demo cra ts co nsider the 
no mina tio n a rea l prize, in terms o f elec­ 
tio n po ssibilities. 
The rea so n fo r Demo cra tic o ptimism is 
tha t President Fo rd, while g enera lly po p­ 
ula r. is no t co nsidered a stro ng hea d o f 
sta te. 
Also , Demo cra ts believ e the eco no my 
will still be a hea v y burden fo r the Presi­ 
dent to bea r in the fa ll electio n o f 1 9 7 6 . The 
questio n o n tha t sco re will be wha t the 
Demo cTa ts ha v e to o ffer a s a n a lterna tiv e. 
One ha s to wo nder if the Humphrey 
a ppro a ch is the rig ht a nswer. It do es no t 
seem to us tha t the public is necessa rily 
ca lling fo r a hea v y intrusio n o f the 
federa l g o v ernment into a ll a spects o f the 
na tio n’s eco no my . 


Ra ther, it a ppea rs tha t a g rea t ma ny 
peo ple ha v e ta ken a so mewha t pessimistic 
a ttitude to wa rd federa l a ctiv ity , ba sed o n 
the fa ct tha t it ha s a ra ther po o r tra ck 
reco rd. The jo int co mmittee spo ke o f a 
v o lunta ry a ppro a ch in wa g e a nd price co n­ 
tro ls, fo r insta nce. Ho w a ny o ne ca n 
rea listica lly ex pect tha t to wo rk we ca nno t 
co mprehend. 
Ma ssiv e public emplo y ment mig ht 
pro v ide jo bs, but a t wha t co st? Wo uld a 
pa rt o f the co st be a co ntinuing increa se in 
a n a nnua l federa l spending deficit tha t 
a lrea dy defies the co mprehensio n o f mo st 
citizens? 
Wha t do es no t seem a ppa rent in the 
jo int co mmittee pro g ra m is a ny thing new 
a nd unique eno ug h to enco ura g e a g rea t 
dea l o f pro mise. We believ e, fo r insta nce, 
tha t na tura l reso urces a re a key to the 
future sta tus o f the eco no my but precio us 
little is being do ne in Wa shing to n in 
reco g nitio n o f this. 
Such reso urces, a lo ng with a g riculture, 
interest ra tes a nd hea lth ca re, a re a t the 
hea rt o f current eco no mic insta bility but 
no t nea rly eno ug h in the minds o f 
Wa shing to n o fficia ls. We believ e 
Humphrey wo uld ha v e to sho w mo re im­ 
a g ina tio n tha n he ha s to da te to be a ny 
better o ff a seco nd time a ro und o n the 
na tio na l ticket tha n he wa s the first time.

Murder Plots Alleged 


WASHINGTON - There has 
been secret, sworn testimony 
that the CIA and FBI hav e 
p lotted occasionally to mu rd er 
enemy agents in this cou ntry . 
We hav e been u nable to d ocu ­ 
ment a single mu rd er case. Bu t 
at least two witnesses hav e 
testified that they were asked by 
the CIA or FBI to commit 
mu rd er. 
The Senate Intelligence Com­ 
m ittee has also o btained 
v ou chers, which p rov e ex otic 
assassination weap ons hav e been 
sold to U.S. agencies. Senate in­ 
v estigato rs hav e ev id ence, 
fu rthermore, that assassination 
teams were trained at secret 
site s so m ew here in the 
sou theastern United States. Both 
go v ernm ent and co ntract 
emp loy ees were tau ght how to 
u se James Bond -sty le assassina­ 
tion weap ons.

Stu rgis of the Watergate break-in 
sq u ad confessed that he had 
once been asked to commit a 
mu rd er for the CIA in the Miami 
area.

assassination p lots hav e been 
d iscu ssed in their p resence. The 
p lotters were sq u eamish, said 
one so u rce, abou t u sing the 
wo rd s “ assassinatio n” and 
“mu rd er.”

o r ‘‘ge tting r i d ” o f a 
trou blesome commu nist agent.

Intervention Makes A Difference 


BOSTON — A lead ing Sov iet au thority 
on American affairs, Georgi A. Arbatov , 
recently d ep lored v iolations of hu man 
rights in the United States. He told the 
read ers of Izv estia that Americans su ffer 
su ch abu ses as wiretap p ing, the keep ing 
of gov ernment d ossiers on ind iv id u als 
and “shamefu l cou rt rep risals against d is­ 
sid ents.” 


Those co ncerned abo u t man’s in- 
hu mfinity to man, arou nd the world , 
shou ld p robably be gratefu l to Arbatov 
for p rov id ing comic relief. A sp okesman 
for a cou ntry where the scru tiny of in­ 
d iv id u al mind s is a major ind u stry com­ 
p lains abou t imp erfections in American 
freed om and p riv acy — it is d eliciou sly 
brazen. 


Another sou rce stressed that a 
Sov iet sp y or d ou ble agent might 
be marked for mu rd er only if he 
were consid ered “a tremend ou s 
threat” to U.S. interests. Then 
the CIA wou ld n ’t u se one of its 
own agents bu t wou ld recru it an 


The agent p romised to id entify 
the v ictim at a su bseq u ent 
meeting. Bu t, acco rd ing to 
Stu rgis’ accou nt, he began to 
hav e misgiv ings. He wanted to 
be su re the agent wasn’t try ing 
to u se him to kill a p ersonal 
enemy 
So at the second meeting, 
Stu rgis insisted that the 
assassination ord er wou ld hav e 
to be confirmed by a CIA staff 
o fficer. That was the last, 
testified Stu rgis, he heard of the 
scheme. The CIA has d emed

Bu t my fav orite is “shamefu l cou rt 
rep risals against d issid ents.” In the Nix on 
y ears there were American p rosecu tions 
that amou nted to official rev enge against 
d issid ents, bu t one after another the 
attemp ts failed . In the Sov iet Union they 
nev er fail.

Consid er, for ex amp le, the case of 
Vlad imir Bu kov sky — a heart rend ing one 
ev en by the stand ard s of official cru elty in 
the Sov iet Union. Bu kov sky is a y ou ng 
scientist who most effectiv ely brou ght to 
the ou tsid e world ’s attention the misu se 
of p sy chiatry in the USSR to p u nish d is­ 
sid ents. 
Bu kov sky was first arrested at the age 
of 20, in 196 3, /o r hav ing a cop y of 
Milov an Djilas’ “The New Class.” He 
was d eclared insane and held for 18 
months in a p sy chiatric ward . After his 
release he d emonstrated against the 
rep ression of others and in 1965 went 
back to the mental ward for six months. 
In 1967, after another p rotest, he was 
sentenced to three y ears in a labor camp . 
Ou t in 1970, he gav e the foreign p ress 


cop ies of the p sy chiatric d iagnoses of a 
nu mber of d issenters — d ocu mentary 
ev id ence that aro u sed p ressu re by 
Western p sy chiatrists against the Sov iet 
p ractice. 


As a resu lt, Bu kov sky was arrested in 
19 71 and again held for p sy chiatric 
ex amination. After wid esp read p rotests 
in the West he was d eclared sane, bu t he 
was tried and conv icted for “anti-Sov iet 
p rop agand a and agitation.” His sentence 
was two y ears in p rison, fiv e in a labor 
camp , then fiv e in ex ile. He is in a camp 
now, rep orted ly grav ely ill. 


A recent ex amp le of u sing the law in 
rep risal against those who seek ju stice is 
the case of And rei Tv erd okhlebov . 
It is no t y et so well-kno wn as 
Bu kov sky ’s, bu t in its way it is as imp or­ 
tant. For it ind icates the Sov iet fear of in­ 
ternational efforts to p rotect hu man 
rights 
Tv erd okhlebov is a p hy sicist who 
joined And rei Sakharov , the great Sov iet 
nu clear scientist and d efend er of 


freed om, in forming the Moscow Hu man 
Rights Committee in 1970. Fo r that and 
for d efend ing others he lost his research 
ap p ointment. In 1974 he help ed to start a 
Sov iet branch of Amnesty International, 
the resp ected nonp artisan organization 
for hu man rights. 
On Ap ril 18, 19 75, Tv erd okhlebov was 
arrested . The same d ay two o ther 
members of the Amnesty branch had 
their homes searched . Another was 
arrested , ev entu ally released , and 
ex p elled from the writers’ u nion for 
belonging to a “bu rgeois organization.” 
Tv erd okhlebov remains in cu stod y , 
awaiting trial on a charge of sland ering 
the Sov iet sy stem.

Inhu manity is so d eep ly imbed d ed in 
the Sov iet sy stem that ou tsid ers may well 
d esp air of hav ing any effect on it. That is 
an u nd erstand able American reaction to 
a society — Sou th Africa is another ex am­ 
p le — where law is an instru ment of of­ 
ficial op p ression. Bu t the feeling of 
help lessness is wrong. 


The fact is that ou tsid e p ressu re can 
work. Valery and Galina Panov , the 
Leningrad d ancers, were finally allowed 
to emigrate after boy cotts and p rotests by 
Western d ance and theater p eop le, and 
finally d irect interv ention by Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson of Britain, had 
mad e the case too embarrassing to the 
Sov iets. And rei Sakharov , in a book to be 
p u blished soon, “My Cou ntry and the 
World ,” say s the Panov ep isod e “con­ 
firms” the need for “the -strongest 
p ressu re” from ou tsid e. 


There are realities that limit what we 
can d o for the v ictims of totalitarian 
so cieties. It is necessary to hav e 
relationship s with gov ernments we d is­ 
like, for the interest of av oid ing war. We 
mu st hav e a healthy sense of what is ^ 
effectiv e, av oid ing emp ty gestu res. Some 
wou ld p u t Sen. Henry M. Jackson’s 
amend ment to the trad e bill in that 
category , becau se it d id not bring Sov iet 
agreement on emigration, bu t Sakharov 
argu es that it failed only becau se of 
' 
Western d isu nity — o ther co u ntries 
o ffered the trad e cred its that we 
withheld . 


One shibboleth we mu st p u t asid e is the 
notion that we mu st not interv ene in the 
“internal affairs” of the Sov iet Union and 
other cou ntries. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger say s that, and so d o the 
Sov iet lead ers, bu t neither p ay s the least 
attention to the su p p osed ru le when it is 
inconv enient. 


What the United States actu ally follows 
is a p olicy of selectiv e noninterv ention. 
The q u estion is how we make the selec­ 
tion. Do we consp ire against a left-wing 
gov ernment in Chile and shru g at right- 
wing ty ranny in Sp ain? In the end , we 
come to ou r own v alu es. What we d o 
d ep end s on who we are.

He id entified his FBI contact 
as agent Robert Heibel, who 
alleged ly to ld him tha t 
Washington had ap p rov ed the 
p lan to kill Arv ed on. This is 
v igorou sly d enied by the FBI, 
which d enou nced as “sp u riou s” 
the “innu merable allegations”

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Corn Crop Said 
15% Harvested 


The State-Federal Division of 


Agricultural Statistics reported 
Monday that the com crop was 
15% harvested. 


The division's weekly report 


said that frost and dry weather 
have hastened the maturity of 
crops. Topsoil moistures 
remained 93% short and subsoil 
moistures declined to 97% short. 
The moisture content in the corn 
was running mostly in the low 
20s, the report said. 


Sorghum harvesting was near- 


ly 45% complete with the 
moisture content running about 
18%, the report said. 


About 35% of the soybeans 


have been harvested and nearly 
85% of the crop is mature. 


Wheat seeding is nearing 95% 


completion but the lack of 
moisture has slowed wheat 
growth and caused spotty stands 
in some areas. Most areas are in 
need of moisture to adequately 
develop root systems before 
winter. 


Pasture and range feed 


supplies improved slightly but 
are still 85% short. A year ago 
they were 98% short. 


The dry weather has caused 


some dust related pneumonia in 
cows and calfs in the north cen- 
tral and northwest districts. 
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Corn Borers Found 
In Nearly All Fields 


Recent surveys conducted by 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Extension entomologists in- 
dicate high corn borer pop- 
ulations hi many Nebraska com 
fields. 


Highest populations were en- 


countered in the* northeast, east 
and central crop districts, but in- 
festations of 100% can probably 
be found hi virtually every corn 
producing county in the state. 


'Corn borer damage is easy to 


spot. Damaged plants are broken 
over and lodged and ears of corn 
may have fallen onto the ground.' 
The sawdust-like borer excre- 
ment can be found clinging to 
the plants where it has been 
pushed out of tunnels by borers. 


Heavily infested fields must 


not be allowed to stand for a 
long time, but should be 
harvested as soon as possible to 
prevent breakage, lodging, and 
ear droppage. Badly damaged 
fields may suffer 20-30% losses if 
harvested late. Although early 
harvest may result in higher 
drying costs to bring the corn to 
a safe storage moisture percen- 
tage, it should be more than 
offset by the savings hi yield. 


In view of high borer pop- 


ulations, many growers are con- 
sidering burning their cornstalks 
this fall to prevent borers from 
overwintering. This is not 
recommended, since it is a 
destructive-agronomic practice. 
Organic matter is needed to 


maintain the proper tilth and 
water holding properties of the 
soil. 


In addition, it is expensive, 


since burning would destroy 
nitrogen estimated at 40-50 
pounds per acre. This nitrogen 
carryover is necessary for next 
year's crop. 


If Mother Nature is allowed to 


take her toll (which she always 
does), nearly 95% of the borers 
will never emerge as adults next 
spring anway. Therefore burning 
would not be a significant factor 
in borer mortality.

Hall County Attorney, Judge Quarrel 


Grand Island (UPI) - Hall 


County Judge Edward Dixon 
and Hall County Attorney Sam 
Grimminger Monday traded 
strongly worded news releases 
over the Sept. 26 gambling raid 
in Grand Island.

following a disagreement over a 
card game in which gambling 
was allegedly involved. 


• Dixon said he merely reported 
that gambling was going on. He 
said he made that report after 
his friend, Herb Eberly, had 
been "frozen out" of a game. 
Dixon said that was done in 
violation of house rules and 
that's why he'* filed the report 
with agent Gene Morris. 


The judge said he felt an in- 


justice had been done. 


Charges Follow Raid 


A raid was subsequently con- 


ducted and charges of keeping a 
gambling room were filed 
against the manager of the club, 
Ben Cornelius. 


Dixon said in his Monday 


statement he would testify in 
behalf of Cornelius because he 
feels it isn't fair for him to be 


charged because of the acts of a 
few. 


The judge also said even 


though his name, along with 
Eberly's, has been mentioned, at 
no time has anyone mentioned 
the names of those who were the 
cause of the whole incident. 


Complaints Filed 


Dixon said Grimminger has 


filed complaints against him 
with the Commission on Judicial 
Qualification but has failed to do 
anything about the real 
wrongdoers. 


"I have been tried and con- 


victed by the public and even 
members of the legal profession 
for the acts that I did hi repor- 
ting what I felt to be an in- 
justice," the judge said. 


"A wound has been opened 


that will probably never heal," 
he said. "I know now the 
feelings of a rape victim, or any 
other person who reports a 
crime or incident, and the end 
result of which is that they are 
tried and convicted and the 
wrongdoers are turned free or 
disregarded." 


Addressing his comments 


directly to the county attorney, 
Dixon added, "You, Mr. Grim- 
minger, along with the 
assistance of the news media, 
have caused suffering and 
general turmoil in the com- 
munity:" 


In an informal news con- 


ference following the release of 


the statement, Dixon said there 
have been other incidents in- 
volving the county attorney's of- 
fice which he considered in- 
justices. 


Example Cited 


He cited as an example a situa- 


tion where four persons were 
brought before him on mis- 
demeanor marijuana charges 
two weeks ago. The four, two 
boys and two girls, were non- 
residents and pleaded guilty 
after Dixon outlined the possible 
sentences. They were fined and 
went back to jail to get the 
•money to pay the fines. 


The two girls paid their fines 


and were released. The boys 
were arrested after leaving the 
jail and were charged with 
felony counts in connection w»ui 
the same incident. 


"This is legal, but not fair," 


Dixon said. 


Grimminger said there was a 


mixup and authorities were 
waiting for a scientific analysis 
on a substance the boys had at 
the time of the arrest before 
filing charges. 


Dixon said there have been 


"numerous" times when arrest 


charges were changed by (be 
time preliminary bearings were 
held. He said again that might be 
legal but he felt it was unfair. 


Grimminger responded by 


saying "whenever you question 
someone in authority, you have 
to expect problems and counter- 
accusations." 


Putting Heat On 


Grimminger said Dixon told 


him last Wednesday he was 
going to "put the beat on" and 
apparently he's now trying to do 
just that. He said Dixon's con- 
duct should be subject to review 
and that's why he referred the 
matter to the Judicial 
Qualifications Commission. 


"Just because he holds public 


office does not exempt him from 
accountability," the county at- 
torney said.

Charges Follow Raid 
A raid was subsequently con­ 
ducted and charges of keeping a 
gambling room were filed 
against the manager of the club, 
Ben Cornelius. 
Dixon said in his Monday 
statement he would testify in 
behalf of Cornelius because he 
feels it isn't fair for him to be 


charged because of the acts of a 
few. 
The judge also said even 
though his name, along with 
Eberly’s, has been mentioned, at 
no time has anyone mentioned 
the names of those who were the 
cause of the whole incident. 
Complaints Filed 
Dixon said Grimminger has 
filed complaints against him 
with the Commission on Judicial 
Qualification but has failed to do 
anything about the real 
wrongdoers. 
“ I have been tried and con­ 
victed by the public and even 
members of the legal profession 
for the acts that I did in repor­ 
ting what I felt to be an in­ 
justice,” the judge said. 
“A wound has been opened 
that will probably never heal,” 
he said. “ I know now the 
feelings of a rape victim, or any 
other person who reports a 
crime or incident, and the end 
result of which is that they are 
tried and convicted and the 
wrongdoers are turned free or 
disregarded.” 


Addressing his comments 
directly to the county attorney, 
Dixon added, “You, Mr. Grim­ 
minger, along with the 
assistance of the news media, 
have caused suffering and 
general turmoil in the com­ 
munity:” 
In an informal news con­ 
ference following the release of 


the statement, Dixon said there 
have been other incidents in­ 
volving the county attorney’s of­ 
fice which he considered in­ 
justices.

Jorgensen said the heritage of 
eastern Nebraska also includes a 
country store in Scribner, a tram 
depot at North Bend and the 
town hall community room in 
Dodge. 


Also planned is the restoration 
of three places: the 1888 Love 
Larson Opera House in Fre­ 
mont, a log cabin north of Ames 
to be relocated on the Fremont 
museum property, and a one- 
room schoolhouse in an area that 


has not been selected. 
Jorgensen also foresees the 
reconstruction of a 1916 garage- 
carriage house to exhibit 
museum items.

cupants in the newborn through 4-year-old age group were killed; 
another 77,000 were injured. 


Belts Not For Children 


Standard seat belts, however, are unsuitable for protecting 


children under 4 years of age and those weighing less than 40 
pounds. The belts can ride up and cause internal injuries in a crash. 
For these youngsters protection should come by distributing the 
force of the collision over a large body area. Special restraint 
devices can do just that. 


It wasn't until April 1971 that government safety standards for 


children's seats became effective. 


Standard Found Inadequate 


The federal standard, however, was based on static load 


criteria and was found to be inadequate in a series of simulated 
crash or dynamic tests over a year later. 


Revision of the federal standard didn't take place until March 


1974, with a proposed effective date of September 1975. 


If government standards were slow in coining, so has been 


public consciousness on the issue. Some effective devices made by 
automobile companies years ago were taken off the market because 
of little demand. Then the standards issue earned publicity and 
safety began to sell. 


A local store which less than a year ago stocked a dozen 


different kinds of seats has replaced all but a dwindling few with 
the newer, safer seats. 


Many budgets will find it difficult to accommodate a $35-40 


expense, the general price range for the most effective devices. 
Most of the seats on the market in recent years have fallen in the 
$15-25 range. 


Must Be Conscientious 


It might take a pretty conscientious parent to buy a new seat 


when he can pass down the same car seat, substandard though it 
may be, that he's used for his other kids down the line. 


Besides, many parents might argue, several of the new seats 


require bolting to the car itself. And others have a series of straps 
and harnesses that seem to take forever to untangle. 


Safety advocates stress that even the top of the line equipment 


For 
this reason many are lobbying that instructions be detailed on a 
permanent label attached to the device.

Convincing Mothers 
Is Safety Group's Goal 


"When prevention is just as easy as poesibly a 


•wrness on a child It should be done," stressed the 
executive director of Physicians for Automotive 
Safety (PAS). 


Annemarie Shelness, the only non-medical 


member of PAS, was in Lincoln recently to 
promote automotive safety to all physicians of the 
Bryan Memorial Hospital staff at their quarterly 
meeting. 


A recent survey of more than 3,000 can in the 


Washington D.C. area showed that only 7% of 
children under the age of 10 were restrained in 
any way. Adult safety belt usage is estimated at 
2025%, Mrs. Shelness added. 


Children Unrestrained 


She said she was quite "startled" to find 


children riding loose in cars when their parents 
were secured by belts. 


Why the double standard? 
Mrs. Shelness suggested tftat many parents 


figure the back seat is safer so kids don't need to 
be belted in. "Not quite so," she quickly added. 


. Other mothers, she supposed, who transport 


two pr three little kids around, figure that belting 
in their broods is one thing too many to do. 


"We have to convince them it's worth it," the 


safety advocate said firmly. 


"Children object to being restrained a lot less 


than their parents think they do," Mrs. Shelness 
said. 


That proper protection can be expensive, 


Mrs. Shelness acknowledges. But she feels that if 
a mother is convinced she needs it, she'll get it. 
"It's a matter of motivation and priorities." 


Mrs. Shelness believes that physicians could 


play a large part .in promoting car safety. The 
right psychological moment, she feels, is when a 
woman is expecting her baby. "If an obstetrician 
or pediatrician says that is what she must do, a 
mother will do it," Mrs. Shelness believes. 


Hospital Training 


Car safety training, she feels, should be given 


to new mothers in hospital maternity wards right 
along with instructions on sterilizing bottles and 
giving baby the first bath. Some states actually 
have such a program already in existence. 


In addition to increasing public awareness of 


automotive safety for children, Mrs. Shelness said 
PAS called for the withdrawal from circulation of 
a government pamphlet which illustrates a child 
wearing a single diagonal strap combined with a 
lap belt positioned across the abdomen — the 
worst possible position. 


Disclaimer Inserted 


Although withdrawal was denied, the govern- 


ment agreed to include an insert in each 
pamphlet explaining that better devices are on 
the market. It also refers readers to Action for 
Child Transportation Safety, a citizens' group af- 
filiated with PAS.

A READER WRITES: "Don't 


you think the states should 
provide foster home-type care 
for elderly people who cannot 
live alone but who do not need to 
be in nursing homes? 


"Also, aren't there a lot of 


oldsters who could even con- 
tinue to live in their own homes 
if they had a small amount of 
regular help? 


"I work at a senior center, and 


a lot of our patrons complain 
about living alone, but they 
know they're happier and better 
off than persons who are in old 
people's homes or nursing 


homes." 


COMMENT: Yes, I believe 


foster-home care for elderly per- 
sons who cannot live alone but 
who don't need constant care is 
a fine alternative which should 
be available everywhere. 


It is encouraging to observe 


that various governmental agen- 
cies which deal with problems of 
the elderly are giving serious 
attention to a lot of alternatives 
to the traditional nursing home 
or old people's home which used 
to be the only answers for unat- 
tached old people. 


Every day I read about com- 


munity assistance plans under 


which a local agency is able to 
provide home help for old 
and/or handicapped persons. 


The help can be with home 


maintenance, yard work, 
housework, cooking, food 
purchasing, transportation, etc. 


These programs enable old or 


handicapped persons to remain 
independent hi their own homes, 
and give them vital feelings of 
self-esteem. 


Another program which is 


becoming more widespread and 
which keeps a lot of people out 
of institutions is senior day-care 
centers. 


These centers provide super- 


vised facilities for old persons 
who cannot be left at home 
when the persons they live with 
are off at work or school during 
the day. 


Each day-care center visitor 


gets a hot meal medical aid is 
available from a nurse on the 
staff, and there an many ac- 
tivites to take part In or observe. 


Alternative kinds of care for 


old people give them the chance 
to remain hi familiar surroun- 
dings instead of aperiendng the 
sometimes terrifying dislocation 
of being moved into an institu- 
tion.

bat he's runniig oa every cylinder now. In the first two games, 
he had only 14 carries for 44 yards with a long gainer of just nine 
yards.

Things are different now. Kansas is 3-1, including an im- 


pressive 41-7 win over Wisconsin last Saturday, and Cromwell is 
the Big Eight's leading rusher with 525 yards in 62 attempts — 
-an amazing statistic. That's an average of 8.4 yards a carry. 


Cromwell Makes It Go 


Assistant coach Guy Ingles, who scouted Kansas against 


Wisconsin, said the person who makes the Jayhawk offense go is 
Cromwell. 


"He's a great athlete, W, 210-15. and probably the fastest 


wishbone quarterback I've seen," Ingles said. "I think he's 
faster than Steve Davis and Jack MUdren (Oklahoma quarter- 
backs present and past) and about as strong as Mildrea.

A note that should encourage Husker fans came from Ingles 


when he said, "I think our defensive strategy will be sounder 
than Wisconsin played, but we're going to have to do a good job 
of tackling Cromwell." 


He said the score isn't going to be 56-0, which was the 


margin by which Nebraska stopped Kansas in Lawrence a year 
ago. "They'll remember last year and what happened the rest of 
the season," he added. "If they play with the kind of emotion 
and intensity I saw in Madison it's going to be a tough game." 


Ingles said Kansas is the same type of team as last year. 


"They're big, every bit as big as Miami, though not as fast," be 
mentioned. "They forced Wisconsin into mistakes and they're 
more sound on defense than last year. Their coaches think their 
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game against Wisconsin was then* best so far." 


Cromwell isn't the whole Kansas show, but he's a very big 


part of it. Coach Tom Osborne warns: "Laverne Smith is one of 
the most explosive backs in the conference. He has great speed. 
If you try to stop Cromwell, you might see somebody else who 
can hurt you, too. Our biggest concern is that this will be the 
first time our defense has gone against the wishbone this year."

O'Leary Top Rusher 
With Miami Tilt Effort

When John O'Leary picked up 


106 yards in 21 carries Saturday 
against Miami, the Nebraska 
senior I-back vaulted into the 
lead among Cornhusker ball 
carriers so far this season. 


He now has carried 54 times 


for a net of 272 yards, an average 
of 5-yards a crack. Fullback 
Tony Davis and I-back Monte 
Anthony, last year's leading 
rusher, are 2-3 with 240 and 176 
yards, respectively. 


'•John started down the line a 


little bit in the first game, 
predicated on spring and pre- 
season practice," Mike Corgan, 
coach of tne offensive backs, 
told the Extra Point Club Mon- 
day noon at the Elks Club. 


"That was his best game since 


he has been at Nebraska," 
Corgan said of the 6-1,210-pound 
senior from Port Washington, 
N.Y. "He has always been a 
good 'daylight' runner, but now 
he's running into traffic pretty 
well." 


O'Leary broke tackles on two 


of his three touchdown runs 
against Miami 


"I think when all are healthy 


we have the best bunch of run- 
ning backs we've had in quite a 
long time," Corgan said. 


"All three I-backs and all 


three fullbacks are capable and I 
hope they continue to improve. 
They're fair sue and have good 
speed. They're all between 200 
to 214 and in this day and age 
that's still just fair size." 


Anthony, who opened the 


season No. 1 at I-back after 
leading NU rushers last season, 
has had some fumble problems 
and Corgan said he wasn't run- 
ning particularly tough early, but 
he has been doing better of late. 


Corgan called Dave Gillespie a 


fine I-back prospect with good 
speed and size, but a player who 
has been plagued with injuries 
this fall (a pulled hamstring and 
a hip pointer). "We really 
haven't had a chance to check 
him out real well," Corgan 
added. 


The Husker coach praised 


Davis as being "as good an all- 


around back as we've had here 
in a long, long time." Davis 
played three quarters with a hip 
pointer against Miami, but still 
turned in key receptions on 
passes and strong runs. 


He's going to miss a few days 


of work this week, but the hip in- 
jury isn't believed to be as 
serious as that suffered by 
Gillespie earlier in the season. 


"Tony can catch the ball, he's 


a fine blocker and a fine 
runner," Corgan said of the 
senior from Tecumsea. "He can 
run to daylight and when he 
wants to label somebody he can 
stamp pretty good. He has a lot 
of pride and he goes around 
backing it up pretty well and 
that's real important" 


Corgan said Gary Higgs has 


been moved into the No 2 spot 
behind Davis at fullback with 
Dodie Donnell dropping to No. 
3. 


"Dodie missed one pass pro 


block against Miami, and we 
can't have that," Corgan said, 
but added, "He's still going to be 
a good football player. He does 
an excellent job on the specialty 
teams." Donnell is a sophomore 


Coach Tom Osborne com- 


mented on Davis as well as 
wingback Curtis Craig and 
quarterbacks Vmce Ferragamo 
and Terry Luck at the luncheon. 


"Davis, as usual, played well 


against Miami and the offensive 
line began to do better in the se- 
cond half," he said. 


"Craig had an exceptional 


game, but we're having a hard 
time getting the football to him a 
lot," Osborne said. "He made 


two exceptional catches in real 
crucial situations. He blocks and 
hustles and does a great job on 
every play." 


On the quarterback situation, 


Osborne said he will continue to 
operate as the Husker staff has 
done the last 10-12 years. "We'll 
start Vmce against Kansas, but 
its not that Terry has been 
demoted," he said. "We classify 
rum as very close to the first 
team. I felt Terry played 
reasonably well. We've had 
quarterbacks play a lot worse 
than he played. Vmce is deser- 
ving of credit. He played very 
well, but the supporting cast was 
much better in the second half " 


Osborne said he wouldn't 


hesitate to play either quarter- 
back at any time "We won't in- 
terchange them like we do the 
split ends, wingbacks or I-backs. 
It's important that the quarter- 
back has a feel for what's going 
on and he'll stay in until he has 
had a good look. We won't alter- 
nate play-by-play or senes-by- 
senes " 


Defensively, he said, a great 


many people played well, but 
end Bob .Martin deserves special 
credit "He had probably as fine 
a game as he s had since he's 
been here " 


Trainers pronounced the 


Husker squad in good shape. 
Only Davis was held out because 
of injuries, but he did some run- 
ning 


The Huskers worked for about 


90 minutes without pads as the 
defensive unit went to work 
preparing to face its first 
challenge from a wishbone for- 
mation team this season.

Loren Belker-, who some 
Democrats had hoped would 
enter the fray, took himself out 
of the picture Monday. 


"I d^o not choose to be a can- 


didate for Congress at this 
time," Belker said. 


"I am issuing this statement 


now so that other potential can- 
didates who might be thinking 
about making the race will know 
precisely what my position is." 


Belker was Gov. J. James 


Exon's successful campaign 
manager in both 1970 and 1974. 
He has been a Democratic of- 
ficer at both the state and county 
levels. 


When a possible 1976"con- 


gressional candidacy was first 
mentioned, Belker noted, he 
"indicated that the chances were 
exceedingly slim" that he would 
enter the race. 


"I see nothing that has really 


changed from my original reac- 
tion," he said. 


First District Democrats had 


generally assumed -that their 
1974 
congressional nominee, 


Hess Dyas of Lincoln, would be 
undertaking a second bid for the 
House seat in 1976. 


But Dyas has decided to seek 


the U.S. Senate seat which is 
being vacated by Sen. Roman 
Hruska. 


Once Dyas passed the word 


that he would be a candidate for 
the Senate post, the hunt began 
in earnest for a First District 
candidate. • 


Most prominently mentioned 


was Allen O'Donnell of Wayne, 
but he has privately informed 
party leaders that he will not be 
a candidate. 


Some Democrats are planning 


to talk to Wallace Peterson of 
Lincoln about a possible con- 
gressional bid. 


Peterson was a Senate can- 


didate in 1970 and 1972. 


"A couple of people have 


talked to me," Peterson said 
Monday. 


Omaha (UPI) - The City of 


Omaha's fair employment com- 
mittee Monday refused to dis- 
miss a racial discrimination 
complaint filed against Douglas 
County Public Defender Frank 
B. Morrison. 


In deciding to hear the com- 


plaint against Morrison filed by 
James P. Foster Jr., the com- 
mittee could have set the stage 
for a court challenge on whether 
a city agency can regulate a 
county office authorized by the 
state. 


Following near daylong 


hearings, Deputy Douglas Coun- 
ty Atty. Henry Wendt, who is 
defending Morrison, expressed 
confidence he could win before 
the committee. 


Appeal Certain 


However, Wendt said if the 


committee rules against 
Morrison, an appeal "will cer- 
tainly be forthcoming through 
the courts." 


Most of the day's testimony 


centered on Foster, and the 
committee continued the 
hearing until later this month. 


Morrison, who was expected 


to testify at the later hearing, 
had filed a motion with the com- 
mittee contending the city "has 
no jurisdiction over a statutory 
county official, elected under the 
laws of the State of Nebraska." 


The former three-term gover- 


nor further contended the city 
"has no jurisdiction to dictate 
employment policies to a public 
official of a different political 
subdivision." 


However, Assistant City 


Prosecutor Kent Whinnery, who 
is handling Foster's case, con- 
tended the Human Relations 
Department was created to ad- 
minister "all" employment prac- 
tices in Omaha, whether they be 
in government or the private sec- 
tor. 


Morrison Liable 


In his opening remarks, 


Whinnery conceded, "We can't 
prove Gov. Morrison took part in 
any scheme against Mr. Foster, 
but he is liable since he holds the 
title " ' 


Foster, 33, worked for the 


public defenders office for about 
six months during late 1973 until 
July 1974. He was a resource in- 
vestigator for a federally funded 
project designed to help 
offenders before they stand trial. 
The project is now under the 
state AFL-CIO 


Under questioning from 


Wendt, Foster said he never 
went to Morrison and told him 


he was being discriminated 
against, but rather told Morrison 
he was "having some 
problems." 


Most of the problems, Foster 


said, were with the co-founders 
of the program, David Cullen 
and David Marrero.

strikers, made union members 
offers of increased wages and 
benefits if they would return to 
work, and refused to bargain 
collectively. 


The ruling upheld an -earlier

New York — You'll soon have 


a chance to do something about 
prices besides complain. A new 
law encouraging price-cutting is 
about to go into effect. But 
merchants are unlikely to pay 
much attention to it unless con- 
sumers push them a little. 


The Fair Credit Billing Act, 


which takes effect Oct. 28, per- 
mits merchants to offer price 
cuts of up to 5% to customers 
who pay cash, or by check, 
rather than use a credit card. 


This applies not only to goods 


but also services, like 
restaurants and motels. 


In the past, merchants' agree- 


ment with most credit-card com- 
panies prohibited discounts for 
cash. Consumers Union sued to 
end this practice, but the final 
settlements . reached last year 
didn't apply to everyone in the 
business. 


The new law frees a merchant 


to discount if he wants to. Since 
he has to pay the credit card 
company somewhere between 2 
and 8% of each purchase 
charged, a merchant with a lot of 
charge business can offer 
customers small price cuts for 
cash and still come out ahead. 


Stores have a lot of freedom 


with regard to how to apply the 
discount; or make it effective 
only on certain days. They can 
pin it on some products but not 
others; offer it at some store 
locations but not all. 


The law requires only tha* 


where such discounts are 
available, the offer be 
prominently posted at the doors 


and cash registers. If the 
merchant advertises in the 
newspaper or by direct mail, or 
takes telephone orders, and in- 
vites you to charge your 
purchase, he must let you know 
that a cash discount is available. 


When offered, discounts must 


be given to aH cash customers, 
not just those who might 
otherwise charge. For this 
reason, the merchant will 
probably have to discount by a 
smaller percentage figure than 
he's charged by the card com- 
pany. 


That is, assuming he discounts 


at all. Nothing in the law 
requires him to and, without a 
push, most stores probably 
won't. 


This is where you come in. If 


enough consumers ask for cash 
discounts, and take their trade to 
stores that provide them, more 
discounts will be offered. 
Whereas if you're apathetic, the 
merchants may not bother. 


Consumers Union is preparing 


a booklet for people interested 
in pressing for cash discounts. It 
will be ready around the third 
week of October for mailing to 
church, consumer and senior- 
citizen groups, labor unions and 
other community based 
organizations. (Write for it to

The booklet explains the law, 


and offers some ideas on bow to 
persuade merchants to try cash 
discounts. They'll be most easily 
persuaded if your group 
publishes a directory of stores 
where cash discounts are 
available and distributes it to 
members. This would reward 
cooperating merchants by direc- 
ting more business their way. 


There are a number of sound 


business reasons for a merchant 
to install cash discounts. First, 
they attract traffic. 


A survey taken last year by the 


Continental Illinois Bank and 
Trust Co. of Chicago-area 
residents found that 70% of 
them would pay cash instead of 
charge, if cash discounts were 
available. 


Second there's less credit card 


paper work and a big saving in 
service charges. And third, the 
merchant gets his money right 
away, instead of having to wait 
for reimbursement. This gives 
him an extra two or three days to 
earn something on his cash. 


The Consumers Union booklet 


provides interested groups with 
step-by-step advice on how to 
compile a cash discount direc- 
tory that will have maximum 
effect on your local business 
community. 


If cash discounts catch on, we 


will end up with a two-tier 
pricing system, allocating the 
cost of credit to those who use it 
and taking it off the shoulders of 
everyone else.

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Staying Ahead 
New Law Permits 
Discounts For Cosh 


By JANE BRYANT QLTNN 
New Yort — You'll soon have 
a chance to do something about 
prices besides complain. A new 
law encouraging priceK^ utting is 
about to go into effect. But 
merchants are unlikely to pay 
much attention to it unless con­ 
sumers push them a little. 
The Fair Credit Billing Act, 
which takes effect Oct. 28 , per­ 
mits merchants to offer price 
cuts of up to 5% to customers 
who pay cash, or by check, 
rather than use a credit card. 
This applies not only to goods 
b u t 
a lso s e r v ic e s , lik e 
restaurants and motels. 
In the past, merchants’ agree­ 
ment with most credit-card com­ 
panies prohibited discounts for 
cash. Consumers Umon sued to 
end this practice, but the final 
settlements . reached last year 
didn’t apply to everyone in the 
business. 
The new law frees a merchant 
to discount if he wants to. Since 
he has to pay the credit card 
company somewhere between 2 
and 8 % of each purchase 
charged, a merchant with a lot of 
charge business can offer 
customers small price cuts for 
cash and still come out ahead. 
Stores have a lot of freedom 
with regard to how to apply the 
discount; or make it effective 
only on certain days. They can 
pin it on some products but not 
others; offer it at some store 
locations but not all. 


The law requires only thaf 
where such discounts are 
a v a ila b le , th e o ffe r be 
prominently posted at the doors 


and cash registers. If the 
merchant advertises in the 
newspaper or by direct mail, or 
takes telephone orders, and in­ 
vites you to charge your 
purchase, he must let you know 
that a cash discount is available. 
When offered, discounts must 
be given to all cash customers, 
not just those who might 
otherwise charge. For this 
reason, the m erchant will 
probably have to discount by a 
smaller percentage figure than 
he’s charged by the card com­ 
pany. 
That is, assuming he discounts 
at all. Nothing in the law 
requires him' to and, without a 
pusn, most stores probably 
won’t. 
This is where you come in. If 
enough consumers ask for cash 
discounts, and take their trade to 
stores that provide them, more 
discounts will be offered. 
Whereas if you’re apathetic, the 
merchants may not bother. 


Consumers Union is preparing 
a booklet for people interested 
in pressing for cash discounts. It 
will be ready around the third 
week of October for mailing to 
church, consumer and senior- 
citizen groups, labor unions and

Beauty Shop Operator Sues 


Kearney (AP) — The City of 
Kearney has been named defen­ 
dant in a lawsuit filed in Buffalo 
County District Court by Mrs. 
Elaine Bragg, the operator of a 
beauty shop in her home near 
the Kearney State College cam­ 
pus. 


Mrs. Bragg is seeking to over­ 
turn a city code which does 
not allow beauty shops in areas 
zoned R-3. The zone in question 
is for apartment houses and 
complexes. 
After a recent hearing, in 
which several neighborhood 


residents voiced opposition to 
Mrs. Bragg’s beauty shop, the 
City Council refused to grant 
Mrs. Bragg an exemption from 
the code, and the city attorney 
asked her to cease her oper­ 
ations. 


Instead, she has taken the is­ 
sue to court, saying the city’s ac­ 
tion deprives her of her only 
means of income. 


Mrs. Bragg is asking the court 
to rule unconstitutional the code 
provision barring the operation 
of beauty shops in R3 areas.
